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The 1935 Scott Prices on Foreign Stamps 
What Happened to the 25% Blanket Increase? 


OR years I have been troubled 

with the lack of correctness in 

the Scott Catalogue’s quota- 

tions on many foreign stamps, 

but after the appearance of the 
first half of the 1935 advance sheets, 
which at the time this is being written 
are up to Italy, I can no longer keep 
quiet about it. 

It was heralded and is being an- 
nounced by the publishers themselves 
that the 1935 catalogue “will repre- 
sent the greatest revision of prices 
that has ever been incorporated in any 
previous edition. Since the publica- 
tion of the current edition, the gold 
content of the dollar, after consider- 
able fluctuation, has been stabilized 
and for the first time in almost two 
years the editors can make price re- 
visions with a reasonable assurance 
that no further devaluation of the 
dollar will take place in the immediate 
future. A hint to the magnitude of 
the work which faces the editors 
in revising prices in the 1935 edition 
was given in the recent announcement 
of the blanket increase of 25% on all 
catalogue prices for current and re- 
cent issues of foreign postage stamps. 
This announcement was made neces- 
sary early this Spring as Catalogue 
prices have become so far out of line, 
due to the radical changes in rela- 
tionships between our money and 
foreign currencies, they no longer 
serve as a guide to values. 


And what are we getting. Although 
I have attempted no count it appears 
to me that especially in the used 
quotations most of the revisions are 
downward instead of up, as was nat- 
urally expected. 

What about that blanket increase 
of 25% on current and recent issues 
announced only a few months ago? 
They seem to have either forgotten 
all about that or changed their minds 
completely, so how can one have any 
confidence in the catalogue prices as 
“an actual index to the value of 
Stamps”, to quote their own same 
announcement.

As a most striking example of what 
must be termed a general slaughter 
of prices instead of an upward revis- 
ion, look at the following table of 
what has happened to _ Iceland’s 
stamps. I am taking all of the 20th 
Century stamps having left out only 
the complicated “I Gildi” issue of 
1902-03 and the 1000 years millenary 
issue of 1930, although both of these 
also suffered reductions and no _ in- 
creases. Also the 1931-33 set which 
has no used prices.

If we presume that the 1934 prices 
were correct there should have been 
a 68% increase in prices to offset the 
decreased value of our dollar when 
importing these stamps from abroad 
which has taken place since the 1934 
catalogue was compiled. This would 
make $179.17 for the mint stamps 
and $118.67 for the used. Compare 
that with the 1935 prices of $85.70 
and $64.31 respectively and you will 
see the amazing fact that the values 
have been cut more than 50% for the 
mint and almost 50% for the used of 
what they could have been expected 


to be, the cuts covering pretty near, 
‘so searce that of the two last values 


half of all the listed stamps, and mind 
you this is on top of many drastic re- 
ductions which were made in the 1934 
catalogue and also some in the 1933 
edition. 

I am not aware of any correspond- 
ing decreases in quotations by deal- 
ers in Iceland or elsewhere, and I can 
well imagine the feelings of American 
dealers and _ collectors who have 
bought Iceland stamps abroad during 
the past year with shrunken Dollars 
and now see their investment arti- 
ficially halved by a stroke of the pen 
of the publishers of our only Ameri- 





can “Standard Postage Stamp Cata- 
logue”’. 

If the reduction should happen to 
be based on auction prices I do not 
think this procedure is correct or fair. 
It would be like trying to force im- 
porters of precious stones or any other 
kind of imported merchandise to sell 
their goods at prices based on a few 
auction sales, in most cases by own- 
ers forced to sell. 

But Iceland is not the only sufferer. 
Let us look at a few more taken at 


random, and I am purposely taking 
popular and recent issues everybody 
knows. 


Germany, for instance. No. 394, 
the 15 Pfg carmine Hindenburg me- 
dallion, is again listed at 2c used al- 
though German quotations from this 
spring are close to 10c. Only a couple 
of weeks ago I sold % dozen copies 
to a New York customer for 15¢ each 
and I got a request by return mail 
for 25 to 100 more. The 1933 Hinden- 
burg issue with the old watermark 
have all been priced 2c each from 
the 3 Pfg to the 100 Pfg. Evidently 
they thought that being common Ger- 
man stamps they couldn’t possibly 
rate more than the lowly 2c price. 
But now look at these advertised quo- 
tations by a German dealer in April of 
this year for the higher values. Prices 
converted into cents at 40c to a Mark, 
all used. The 15 Pfg 8c, 40 Pfg 6c. 
50 Pfg 16c, 60 Pfg 6c, 80 Pfg 28¢ and 
the 100 Pfg 36c. These stamps are 


I have yet to see any used copies. I 
hope for collectors that Scott’s have 
a good supply at 2c each. 

This was a case where they were 
quick to put on the old 2c price, 
whereas everybody knows that in 
numerous cases—it is almost a gen- 
eral practice—used prices are care- 
fully left out for 2, 3 and even four 
years. Examples: Used prices are still 
lacking on such common issues as the 
Colombia 1932 issues, both ordinary 
postage and airmails, which should 
not have been very hard to price as

On the other hand the low values 
Congo Airmails of 1920 are priced the

Another example is 
the 1933 French Morocco Airmails 
which all too quickly have been priced 
used, the same prices as mint, al- 
though they are already so common 
that they are seen quite frequently 
in French mission mixture.

All these things could have been 
found out very easily if the publishers 
had consulted the prominent foreign 
catalogues like the French Yvert & 
Tellier or the German Michel. Or, if 
they did consult them, they evidently 
paid no attention to w hat they found, 
although no one can deny that the edi- 
tors of German and French catalogues 
are bound to know more about the 
values of European stamps and espe- 
cially their own countries than some- 
body far away from those markets.

against the good old-fashioned collec- 
tor of used stamps. There are lots 
and lots of cases where stamps, and 
this is most pronounced among the 
high denominations, which are just as 
scarce used as unused, are neverthe- 
less priced less used, often much less. 


Everybody can find them, so I will 
just mention one example, the One 
Pound Sterling Postal Union Congress 
stamp of Great Britain 1929. This is 
again quoted $9.00 mint, but only 
$4.00 used. A correspondent from Lon- 
don only this week (Aug. 4) wrote in 
STAMPS that this stamp is wholesal- 
ing at 18 sh. and retailing at 20 shill- 
ings for used copies, which is $5.25 in 
our money. A mint block of four re- 
tails at 85 sh. or practically the same 
as four used copies. 


Other examples of underpriced used 
stamps are the Czechoslovakian large 
size Masaryk commemoratives of 
1930. The 5 & 10 Kr. are again priced 
at 20c and 35c respectively, whereas 
Michel 1934 quotes them 80c and $1.60 
used. 


Take the recent Belgium Piccard 
Balloon set. Here Scott’s has taken a 
chance and priced this 1932 issue used. 
The 75c, Fr. 1.75 and Fr. 2.50 are 
quoted used 4c, 6c and 15¢ respective- 
ly. A prominent Belgian dealer in his 
July 1934 wholesale list quotes the 75c 
at less than %c each, the Fr. 1.75 at 
3%c each in 100 lots and the Fr. 2.50 
not at all, although he does offer 100 
complete sets for $22.00, which means 
over 18c for the Fr. 2.50 value, or al- 
most double face, in other words prob- 
ably cancelled to order copies. From 
my own experience I think this Fr. 
2.50 value is even scarcer than mint. 
I have yet to come across more than 
2 copies. It ought to be a good buy

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Why are French Colonies stamps 
never priced higher used than mint? 
So many of them are far scarcer pos- 
tally used than the mint copies that 
never even went out to the Colonies 
from Paris. As just an example take 
the 1931 Colonial Exposition set of the 
various Colonies. These are plenty 
scarce unused and have finally been 
advanced in the 1935 catalogue, but 
who has them postally used. Yvert 
& Tellier 1934 quotes most of them 
about 20% more used than unused 
which probably is for the cost of hav- 
ing them cancelled to order. (These 
should be fine property on covers.) 

I advertised in the philatelic papers 
to buy these stamps this spring, but 
I only got a few mint sets from one 
source. No offers of used copies were 
forthcoming at all. In justice to the 
Scott Co., I will say that they actually 
furnished one almost complete mint 
set of all the colonies and a few 
singles at the 1934 prices less 10%, 
but they had none used. 

In conclusion a few notes on Italy. 
Why have the used prices on the 1930 
Ferrucci set been eliminated when 
they in my opinion were correctly 
quoted in 1934? Why is the Lire 2.55 
+50 value of the 1932 Garibaldi set 
not priced used when the Lire 5.00-+- 
1.00 is, especially so because in the

And why were they unable to price 
the 1933 Universities Games Issue 
used when they were sports enough to 
price the later Holy Year issue that 
way. And by the way, what has made 
it possible to quote the Lire 2.50+ 
2.50 value of the latter set only 25c 
used against 70c unused and likewise 
to quote the high values with surtaxes 
of the other recent commemorative 
sets less used than unused? The be- 
fore mentioned foreign catalogues 
quote all of these high values higher 
used than unused, but possibly the 
publishers of Scott’s have some not 
generally known information on this 
matter. If so, I believe that many col- 
lectors would like to know the why 
and wherefore. I never come across 
them and I have before me two differ- 
ent wholesale lists from large Italian 
dealers which do not price them at all. 

It may be said why then don’t we 
dealers and collectors follow the in- 
vitation of the publishers to help in 
making the catalogue as correct as 
possible bv telling them what we 
know. 

But in the first place why should 
this be necessary when the publishers 
can get all the information themselves 
by consulting foreign catalogues and 
foreign dealers pricelists. And sec- 
ondly I have tried it myself more than 
once with but meagre results. Some 
suggestions were followed, others not, 
probably because they are fearful that 
the helpers may have an ax to grind, 
so what good does it. 

I have for several years found it 
necessary to buy the foreign cata- 
logues and now it will be more im- 
perative than ever to have them in 
order to find the true value of foreign 
stamps. 

The only trouble is that it will now 
be harder than ever for dealers to 
convince collectors that in order to 
obtain many stamps it will be neces- 
sary to pay full catalogue or more. 
With the catalogue publishers appar- 
ent policy of pricing unused stamps 
of new and recent issues at only 50% 
over face value instead of at double 
face, as heretofore, this will be ab- 
solutely necessary in the case of un- 
used stamps. More than 10% off 
could not be given by any dealer on 
this stuff if he is to make a profit and 
often pay a commission to the im- 
porting wholesaler of the new issues. 


| And for the reasons I have set forth 


it will certainly be necessary also for 


|many used stamps. 


~ It seems to me that the Scott Co. 
has broken faith with the dealers on

The two exhibition frames of 
stamps were finished last week and 
delivered to the Post Office Depart- 
ment Saturday, Aug. 18.

In this frame 
there is a copy of each stamp issued 
by the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, up to and including the 5c

« Editorials » 


A NEW DEAL FOR While the Au- 
THE a. F. 3 gust number of 

the American 
Philatelist has a lot of Ballyhoo for 
the Convention which opens in At- 
lantic City on the 27th of August, it 
appears to us that the most impor- 
tant part of the magazine is the nine 
or ten pages devoted to a “New Plan 
for Changed Conditions” and signed 
by Carl O. Selander. 

While everyone may not agree with 
the plans and proposals made by Mr. 
Selander, it is certainly a_ start 
toward a New Deal for Philately and 
for the A. P. S. 

It should be evident to any think- 
ing member that the Society has 
muffed the opportunities that have 
been calling to it for leadership in 
organized Philately in America. 

There is so much to do, so much 
that could be done and which should 
be done by a National Body repre- 
sentative of all stamp collectors that 
it is a pity that there has not been 
some action by this society which has 
long been recognized as the leading 
national organization of stamp col- 
lectors. 

Who is to blame is a question we 
shall not attempt to argue. It is 
evident however that President after 
President has been elected, served 
his term and has been replaced by 
another hand picked President who 
has been elected and served his term. 

Nothing constructive or looking 
toward the greater development that 
is crying for a leading hand has been 
done by any of them and it is time 
that the membership take hold and 
demand that the problem be tackled. 


While we will not say that we 
approve of all of the ideas expressed 
by Mr. Selander and while we will not 
say that we believe all of them are 
practical, we do feel that the outline 
as he has pictured it is something 
along the general line on which the 
society should plan. 

It should be clearly evident to any- 
one interested, that the society must 
be reorganized. It is foolish to be- 
lieve that an organization formed 
nearly fifty years ago with a set 
of rules, plans and regulations for- 
mulated to fit that period can func- 
tion properly in these days when 
the number of collectors has increased 
a hundred fold over what they were 
in those ancient days. 

Opportunity is knocking at the door 
of the American Philatelic Society. 
Is it big enough to carry the burden 
that is laid on its door step? 

At many times in the past we have 
pointed out that the backbone of 
organized Philately should be the lo- 
cal club. It is from the contact 
with fellow collectors which is pro- 
vided by the local club that benefits 
the collector and makes him willing 
to pay dues and support a society. 

While the plan as outlined by Mr. 
Selander does not take this point 
into consideration to the extent that 
we believe any reorganization plan 
should, we do believe that if reorgan- 
ized even on plans as outlined by 
Mr. Selander that eventually there 
will be further reorganization more 
fully recognizing the local club, then 
the state organization and finally the 
National body. 

The local and state organization 
should control the National Body 
rather than the National Body con- 
trolling the local and state branches. 

Any other plan of organization will 
never bring the same support from 
the stamp collector, that will be given 
if we can bring home to the collector 
the fact that his money is going to 
be spent for his benefit in his local 
club and in his state organization 
in order that he may have every 
opportunity to partake of the ac- 
tivities that are created. 

The plans as outlined by Mr. Sel- 
ander would call for an enormous 
amount of money, to properly ad- 
minister. Only by turning them 
around and spending the money where 
it is provided can we hope to interest 
collectors in providing that money, for 
be it known, numerous local clubs 
have annual expenses far beyond the 
bare returns from their dues and this 
money is usually contributed by in- 
dividuals who have the good of their 
local club at heart. 

Any further increase in dues in 
many local clubs, without further ben- 
efit to the members would wreck the 
clubs. 

However, as we have said, the 
plans as outlined are something to 
start with and it is to be hoped that 
some action will be taken to put 
them into effect. 

Barring some action, by the So- 
ciety it will doubtless be found that

Zeppelin Counterfeits 


During the visit of the British Air- 
ship “R-100” to Canada a _ special 
official cachet was provided for use 
on all mails posted at the St. Hubert 
aerodrom at Montreal. This souvenir 
mail is quite scarce and has already 
been counterfeited. The genuine usu- 
ally have the St. Hubert postmark 
in magenta color, the pictorial cachet 
is in black, and as is typical with 
Canadian cachets, stands out clearly 
and is evenly inked. On the spurious 
items the cachet is in black and 
very indistinct, especially in the 
clouds below the airship and in the 
letters at the bottom, and is un- 
evenly (poorly) inked—giving one the 
impression that it was applied from 
a composition imitation. 

The postmark on the faked items 
is also quite different from the gen- 
uine postmark. Incidentally the 
fakes occur on small envelopes with 
the printed script address of a cer- 
tain New Jersey airpost dealer; the 
only thing genuine about these items 
is the Canadian stamp. The post- 
mark is usually applied in black ink 
on the fakes, and does not have the 
regularity of the genuine postmark. 
The M in Montreal is clogged in the 
fake, and the O and N are joined at 
the top. A straight line from the 
top of the letters AUG intercepts the 
bottom of the O in Montreal on the 
fake. The spurious postmark is 
slightly larger than the genuine, 
diameters being 30 and 29% respec- 
tively.
